tions, before being accepted by 
the Engineers French and Pru- 
it.

‘The Filtration Plant, which 
is the only other phase of 
the 
sy stem to be constructed before 
the sy stem is ready for use, is 
about 7 0 per cent complete and 
will be completed about Nov em­ 
ber 15, 19 39 . Then let it rain.

WPA 
financed

has 
been speeded up to comply with 
Administrator Carmody ’s order 
that men and materials be put 
to work as quickly as possible.”
